Out of a large group of Roberts’ 
companions from headquarters, Grady 
physicians selected the blood of Motor- 
eycle Officer A. F. Etheridge for the 
transfusion,

Wallace also denied that the affi- 
davit containing the Crawford charges 
had been prepared in the. office of 
United States District Attorney Clint 
W, Hager, of Atlanta, in co-operation 


} with Mr. Hager, and Walter Acker- 


man, of Cartersville, an active candi- 
date for the Crawford post supported 
by the Rose faction of the republic- 
an organization of Georgia. He said 
he had prepared the document him- 
self without consulting anyone. 

Under questioning from Senator 
Stephens, democratic member of the 
committee from Mississippi, he ad- 
mitted, however, that he had talked 
with Ackerman on the day the ‘affi- 
davit was signed. It was brought out 
also that the affidavit was witnessed 
by the notary public in the office of 
Hager. 

District Attorney Hager has also 
forwarded to the committee a denial 
of the charge that he had anything 
to do with the preparation of the 
charges. Crawford, during his testi- 
mony of Monday when he made a 
sweeping denial of all the charges, 
stated that he had information the 
affidavit was prepared in the office 
of Hager, who has been actively iden- 
tified with the opposition to his re- 
appointment.

LAWFUL OFFICE-HOLDING. 

A long-needed settlement of the 
constitutional law of this state re- 
specting voting qualification and 
the right to hold office has now 
been made by the supreme court 
of Georgia. In the case of a county 
commissioner in Atkinson, county 
the court decides that he cannot 
hold the office because he was a 
tax defaulter when elected and in- 
ducted into it. The decision is 
based incontestably upon clear pro- 
visions of the state eonstitution. 
|. The constitution provides that 
“to entitle a person to register and 


vote at any election by the people, 
he shall * * * have paid all taxes 
which may have been required of 
him since the adoption of the con- 
| Stitution of Georgia of 1877, that 
he may have had an opportunity of 
paying agreeably to law.” Under 
that provision any man or woman 
who is in default for taxes for any 
year since 1877 is prohibited from 
registering and voting. Such per- 
son can be challenged and barred 
at the polls, or on protest his or 
her ballot can be excluded from 
the count of the election. 

No person is eligible to hold an 
office of the people who is not a 
qualified voter, and “no person 
shall be allowed to participate in a 
primary of any political party or a 
convention of any political party 
in this state who is not a qualified 
voter.” 


Furthermore, no person shall be 
allowed “to register, vote or hold 
any office or appointment of honor 
or trust in this state“ who has been 
convicted in any court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction, of malfeasance in 
office, bribery, or larceny, or of any 
crime involving moral turpitude.” 

These are such imperative re- 
quirements of the constitution that 
it is remarkable that they should 
be ignored or defiantly violated.

The congenitally syphilitic 
child may present symptoms or 
signs (familiar to physicians, not 
to the laity) at birth, though in most 
cases the manifestations of the . dis- 
ease occur some days or weeks after 
birth. Whether manifestation occur at 
this time or not, congenital syphilis 
(formerly called “hereditary”) is first 
diagnosed when the child is from 10 
to 15 years of age in a great many 
cases, 

In order to teach the laity the most 
essential truths about this it would 
be necessary to explain at least the 
more characteristic symptoms or signs 
of the disease, and this cannot be 
done here even if it were not a for- 
bidden subject. I mean I doubt that 
the laity in its present state of ig- 
norance of hygiene and medicine is 
capable of understanding the signifi- 
cance or insignificance of such signs, 
and, anyway, better an ignorant laity 
than unnecessary unhappiness to any- 
body. Indeed I was about to set down 
here what is perhaps the most fre- 
quent symptom or signs of congenital 
syphilis when I recalled an instance 
in which half knowledge of that very 
sign brought remorse to u dozen per- 
sons. So the jolly old conspiracy of 
silence must go on for all I can do 
abeut it. Novelists, playwrights, 
psychologists, charlatans and publish- 
ers of woodpulp may deal with such 
subjects as freely and as untruthfully 


as they wish; doctors and teachers | 


must keep off.

“SMALLEST COP” ONE OF 


ron Roberts 


DEPARTMENT'S BRAVEST 


Highly Regarded by F orce 


Aaron B. Roberts, nicknamed by 
his fellow officers as the “Smallest 
Cop” on the Atlanta police force, 
went undaunted to his death Wédnes- 
day as a patrolman in line of duty 
on the first day he had been away 
from his beat in West End for nearly 
10 years. 

Patrolman Aaron Bennett Roberts 
was elected to Atlanta police 
force April 1, 1903. He was five feet, 
nine inches tall, weighed exactly 135 
pounds and was 33 years-old. As it 
was April 1, his fellow policemen, as 
an April fool joke, dubbed him Fat- 
ty,” a nièkname which stuck through 
all the years.

“Under the reservations adopted by 
the senate the United States is not 
bound to submit any matter or ques- 
tion t@ the court unless the United 
States voluntarily agrees to do so, and 
it cannot be forced to do so by any 
other country. One of the reserva- 
tions also provides that ‘membership 
in the court shall involve no legal 
relation with the League of Nations.’ 
Any statement to the contrary is de- 
liberately made to deceive the people. 
These reservations were not accept- 
able to England and other foreign 
countries and, therefore, the Unital 
States is not a party to the court. 

“When it is remembered that fed- 
eral expenditures have reached the 
staggering amount, annually, of ap- 
proximately four and one-half bil- 
lion dollars, and that almost three- 
fourths of this amount is appropri- 
ated for the maintenance of our mili- 
tary and naval establishments, and

Attitude of Negroes. 


“While his confirmation as a jus- 
tice of the supreme court was opposed 
by some of the negroes in the north, 
most of the negroes in North Caro- 
lina favored him, and during the con- 
sideration of his nomination by the 
senate it was stated in the papers and 
never denied that he was in constant 
consultation with negroes, seeking 
their support. He also addressed a 
letter to Senator Overman, of North 
Carolina, to be read before the sen- 
ate. in which he sought to explain the 
attitude that had been attributed to 


him as to white supremacy during his 


campaign as a candidate on the re- 
publican ticket for governor of North 
Carolina. His explanation was prac- 
tically an apology for his alleged ut- 
terances in reference to the negro in 


“But why should Mr. Slaton go 
away from home and his own record 
to bring up the negro question? When 
he was in the Georgia legislature in 
1901, Mr. Slaton voted against a 
measure to amend the constitution of 
Georgia so as to eliminate the igno- 
rant and irresponsible vote.

CHICAGO, June 18.— )- Record 
low prices for grain went band in 


hand today with fresh severe flatten- 
ing out of stock market values. Much 
notice by wheat traders was also 
taken of statements ascribed by Chair- 
man Alexander Legge of the federal 
farm board that no government spon- 
sored purchasing of surplus domestic 
wheat would be done until an emerg- 
ency be declared. 

Wridesee of sharp curtailment of 
foreign buying of United States wheat 
had a further bearish influence, and 
so too did measures taken abroad, 
apparently as a co~nterbalance against 
effects of the new tariff enacted at 
Washington. 

Following a maximum downward 
smash of 4 1-4 cents a bushel, how- 
ever, wheat partly recovered, owing 
more or less to reports that the Cana- 
dian erop outlook is still dubious. 
Closing quotations on wheat were un- 
settled, 1 5-8 to 2 1-8 cents lower than 
yesterday's finish. Corn closed 5-8 to 
1-4 cent down, oats 1-2 to 7-8 cents 
off, and provisions showed 10 to 25 
cents drop. : 

The descent of wheat values in Chi- 
cago today was preceded by an un- 
expected sudden reversal of the course 
of wheat prices at Liverpool. Instead 
of proving responsive to yesterday's 
advance in quotations here, the Liver- 
pool market took a decided downward 
swing, and dispatches were received 
saying a big import house in England 
was selling wheat future deliveries at 
Liverpool owing to lack of confidence 
in stability of values. 

Then came disclosure that yester- 
days immense export business in 
North American wheat had consisted 
nearly altogether of wheat grown in 
Canada, that no bread wheat what- 
ever had been purchased from the 
United States, and that the only 
European buying of wheat raised in 
this country was a little wheat of the 
Durum variety useful to manufacture 
macaroni, 

Bottommost prices of the day in the 
wheat pit here were reacbed after cir- 
culation of reports of an address made 
by Chairman Legge of the farm board 
at a gathering of bankers in Kansas 
City. He was reported as saying in 
answer to a question as how far lower 
wheat would have to go before an 
emergency was declared: “How low 
does wheat have to go before the 
farmers realize that it is unproductive 
to plant such large acreages.” The 
subsequent rallies in wheat prices here 
us the day drew to an end were simul- 
taneous with Canadian advices that 
rains over many sections had been too 
light, and that the general crop out- 
look for Canada was yet uncertain. 

Corn, oats and rye fluctuated with 
wheat, and were governed by the 
course of that cereal. Corn and rye 
as well as wheat outdid the season's 
low price record, but oats refrained. 

Provisions weakened with grain and 
with hog values as well.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—(/)— 
The scene of the 1930 census has def- 
ini tay shifted to Washington. 

hereas supervisors “in the field” 
are closing up shop, each day sees 
added activity at the census bureau.

Census Director William M. Steu- 
art described their tasks. 

The first job on the more than 73,- 
000 schedules now at headquarters is. 
a careful check for*accuracy to verify 
the vouchers for the supervisors’ 
bonuses. This is quite a Chore since 
each supervisor gets paid a flat 


$1,800 plus $1 for each thousand per- 


sons enumerated, plus $1 for each 
100 farm schedules, plus 10 cents each 
for the more involved schedules— 
manufacturing, drainage, distribution, 
construction, etc. 

The voucher verification is part of 
the “hand count” on which the first 
1930 census bulletin, to be issued in 
congressional reapportionment, will be 
based. Two hundred persons are at 
work on the “hand count.” 

Next comes “coding,” the process 
by which personal information” is 
transformed into ee statistics” 
for tabulation purpose 

“Clerks, acting ander detailed in- 
structions, must examine the data for 
each man, woman aud child and see 
that it is consistent before coding,” 
said Director Steuart. “Coding clerks 
must have a high degree of mental 
accuracy and memory. Those coding 
occupations, for instance, must re- 
member the principal code numbers 
for some 560 occupations.” 

The census bureau now has 435 per- 
sons at work coding general popula- 
tion facts; 345 coding occupations; 
and 96 transcribing and coding the 
unemployment schedules. The 
ing is accomplished through a system 
of perforated cards. A force of 330 
is now coding population, and 174 
more are practicing perforating 80 
that they will be ready to swing into 
the agricultural schedules yery soon. 
The work of the complicated tabulat- 
ing machines is still in the future.

Passenger Line, With 
Headquarters at Monroe, 
La., Will Operate Here 
on Daily Schedule. 


After operating here on a tentative 
basis since June 11, Delta Airlines, 
which operates an air passenger line 
between Birmingham, Dallas and Fort 
Worth, Tex., Wednesday officially 
launched its Atlanta-Fort Worth 
service. 

S. Fox, traffic manager of the 
company, with headquarters at Mon- 
roe, La., was here Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday making final arrangements 
for the opening and will return to 
his Monroe office today. 

Planes will leave Atlanta at 8 
o'clock each morning, arrive at Bir- 
mingham at 9:30 o'clock and at Fort 
Worth at 5:45 o'clock in the after- 
noon. Returning, a lane will leave 
Fort Worth at 8 o'clock each morn- 
ing, arrive at Birmingham at 4:30 
in the afternoon and Atlanta at 6 
o'clock in the afternoon.
